Will Pay Pensions to All Ex- 
Presidents and Their 
Wives 



'UNTIL GOVERNMENT ACTS 



New York, Nov. 22.— Fnture 
ex-presidents of the United 
States are to be pensioned in the 
sum of $25,000 each, annually, 
by action of the Carnegie Cor- 
poration of New York yesterday 
The grant is provided for with 
the idea of enabling former exec- 
utives of the nation to devote 
their unique knowledge gained 
in public affairs to the public 
good, free from pocuniary care. 
A similar amount is to be paid 
widows of ex-presidents as long 
as they remain unmarried. 

The pensions are to be prompt- 
ly offered to the ex presidents or 
their widows, so that no applica- 
tion will be squired from them. 
Payment is to be contiuued so 
long as the recipient "remaiu un- 
provided for by the govern 
ment." 



FEWER ROADS TO BE BUILT 



Future Construction Must Wait Until The 
Problem Of Today Have Been 
Settled. 



For thirty years wchave added 
an average of about '6,000 miles 
of new railroad a year to the 
American transportation system. 
To build and equip Jhese lines 
we have drawn from all the 
markets of the world about $24U- 
000,000 s vear in new capital. 
Today those who figure on the 
building of uews lines have to 
face two very serious problems. 

The first is the question 
whether or not, with the rising 
cost of doing railroad business, 
new railroads can be operated 
with a profit. The second is 
whether or not we can secure the 
capital. Under present circum- 
stances, as there is a grave un- 
certainty about the answer to 
these two searching questions, 
the builders of railroads in the 
United States have slowed down. 

Most of us to not care to under- 
take the responsibilities of spend- 
ing the money that is now ueces 
ssry to build new lines, and then 
face the even greater question 
of operating them at a living 
profit. 

Therefore, under present con- 
ditions, the average amount of 
uew railroad in this country in 
the next few years will fall abort 
of the average for the last thirty 
years. No new lines of impor- 
tance are being projected. The 
only expansion going on is a 
very minor matter, a matter of 
little extensions into rich sec- 
tions of important spurs and 
feeders. The builders of the 
ruilroads must wait until the 
problems of today are settled be- 
fore they can plunge ahead aud 
give their ambitions aud their 
.•nnsrructive plans free rein. — B. 
F. Yoakum in World's Work 
Magazine.

PBEJTCH BIRTH RATE SHOWS 

DECREASE OF 100,000 

More Death* Than Birtru Some Yean 
In French Republic- 

.* — r~--— / 

Paris, Nov., 28.— The birth rate 
of France wa& lower by more 
than 100,000 iu 1911 than 1901. 
Louis Koltz, minister of fiinunce 
announcing this faot to the com- 
mission on depopulation at its 
first session to-day, said : 

"Military inferiotary, economic 
inferiority and the diminution 
of the power of France in the 
world will sooner or later be the 
inevitable con^equ-nces of the 
sterility of our nation." 

Mors Deilhs Than Births. 

The number of births last year, 
according to M. Koltz, was only 
742,114 in the whole of France, 
aiiaiust 857,271 a decade ago. In 
1907 and 1911, he said, the deaths 
actually exceeded the births. 
This was, he coutinued, a nad 
state of things and a danger to 
the cooutry, placing France in a 
situation of inferiority iu com- 
parison with the other groat 
n:. 1 ions. 

The lower birth rate, while a 
perplexing phenomenon amon:» 
all civilized peoples, was, the 
minister suid, a greater problem 
in France than elsewhere. In 
Germany the births exceed -d the 
deaths of 1910 by 879,113, in 
Austria Hungary by 578,750, in 
Great Britain »>v 418,779. and in 
Italy bv 4(11.771, but in France 
by onlv 71,418.
